May-zhuc-ke-ge-shig. 
Lowering 
Sky, reigning hereditary head chief 
of the Mississippi bands, venerable 
patriach. seer of the Minnesota Chip­ 
pewas, and White E arth s grand old 
man, is dead 
His death oecured at 
the Beaulieu infirmary 
on 
Friday. 
August 29. 1919. 
As near as can be ascertained the 
venerable chief was born about 1620- 
25. and in the vicinity of what ta now 
Brainerd and near Rabbit lake. 
He 
was the eldest son of Que-we-zance. 
who was at that time leading chief of 
t h e Mississippi band of Chippewa In­ 
dians. 
He was noted as 
a 
brave, 
fearless warrior and was much dread­ 
ed by the Sioux, the then Inveterate 
enemies of the Chippewas. 
He was 
killed by the Sioux in a sanguinary 
battle near the site of the present 
city of Sttlwater. 


Af the time of hts father’s death, 
May-zhuc-ke-ge-shlg was 
barely 
16 
years old. but being heir apparent, 
succeeded to the chieftainship. 
After 
the solemn ceremony of the elevation 
to the chieftainship was over, the 
young chief set about planning lo 
avenge his father's death, and a short 
time afterw ards he accompanied the 
doughty Hole-in-the-day on a war ex­ 
pedition against the Sioux.

One hundred ami 
thirty thousand of the applicants have 
thus far been surveyed by educational 
advisers who have recommended that 
more than thirty thousand of the ap­ 
plicant* are entitled to the training.

Thieves steal automobiles and take 
them from one state to another ami 
ofttimes have associates In this crime 
who receive and sell the stolen cars. 
Every state has a law on the subject, 
according to the house committee on 
Judiciary, these laws have proved In­ 
adequate to meet the evil, 
A larg«» 
percentage of the thieves escape, and 
thousands 
of 
stolen 
machines 
are 
never recovered because, so it is as­ 
serted, the stolen machines are rushed 
from the state In which they ere 
stolen Into another state. 
The advo­ 
cates of federal legislation on the sut>- 
ject point out that the loss to the pe*>- 
ple of the United States by reason «*f 
this stealing amounts to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every year and 
is getting worse. 
Theft Insurance Up 100 Per Cent. 
It is also asserted in support of the 
proposed legislation that It Is get 
ting so now It Is difficult for the own­ 
ers of the cheaper cars to obtain theft
